MITCHELL 


AUTHOR OF “HUGH WYNNE” 
DIES IN PHILADELPHIA. 


The Physician and Writer Who 
Succumbs to’ Long Illness, Was 
Better Known by His Novels, Al- 
though His Authority as Neurolo- 
gist Is World Wide. |

* PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 4.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, 
well known both as a\ neurologist and 
as an author, died here this morning 
after a long illness, aged 83 years. 
Silas Weir Mitchell was born in 
hiladelphia February 15, 1830. His 
father, John K. Mitchell, was 2 prom- 
inent physician in Philadelphia and 
for many years a professor in} the 
Jefferson Medical College. 
Young Silas entered Jefferson Medi- 
College and was graduated with 


clination tended toward literature. Dr. 
Mitchell, after he had once entered 
upon a medical career, devoted him- 
self with great energy to his work 
and studies. He gained an extensive 
hospital practice, made careful and 
important studies into the nature of 
various poisons, especially snake pois- 
ons, and published a large number’ of 
articles and essays on medical and 
scientific subjects. 
Between 1852 and 1883 Dr. Mitchell 
had published more than 100 books 
and treatises on srientific and profés- 
sional subjects, while his purely lit- 
erfry productivity, was confined to\a 
number of short stories and fairy 
In 1883, however, Dr. Mitchell de- 
cided that the time had come when he 
could give up a greater part of his 
ee to the pursuance of a literary 
ife. 
“The Case of George Deadlaw” was 
the story by which |Dr.-Mitchell intro- 
duced himself to the American public 
as @ writer of fiction. Since then Dr. 
Mitchell wrote twenty-three books of 
fiction. Among the bést-known aré 
“Hugh Wynne,” “Characteristics,” 
“Dr, North and His Friends,” “Far in 
the Forest," “Roland Biake,”’ “In War 
Time,” “Youth of Washington,” “Ad 
ventures of Francois,” and “Constance 
Trescot.” 
He was noted as a neurologist and 
his medical works were largely on the 
subject of nervous diseases. He was 
given honorary degrees by two for-. 
eign universities, and the degree of 
LL.D. was bestowed upon him by Har-| 
vard, Princeton and other institutions 
in this country. i . 
. Dr. Mitchell was ah advocate of the 
“rest cure” in the treatment of nerv- 
ous diseases and it has been said that 
this had much to do with making his 
reputation as 4 neurologist. ~

WASP NEARLY HITS Rocks 
POINT ARENA. 


The Little Steamer Is Towed Into 

San Francisco Harbor by the 
Tamalpais After a Desperate 
Struggle Lasting Over Five Days

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—Run- 
ning short of fuel in a storm that 
nearly drove her on to the rocks off 
Point Arena, the steamer Wasp was 
tewed into this port today by the 
steamer Tamaipais. The Wasp was 
six days from Gray's Harbor, the voy- 
age usually being made in from six- 
ty-four to sixty-six hours, For 
eighty hours the little steamer 
fought against a gale, her fuel sup- 
ply running 60 low that ali the cap- 
tain could do was to keep up steam 
enough to keep the prow of the ves- 
sel headed away from the shore, 
The Tamalpais, bound for Gray's 
Flarbor, encountered the Wasp near 
Point Arena, displaying signals of 
distress.

already illustrious career. 

However, this marine aeroplane is 
of no more importance, if, in fact 
quite as important, as the invention of 
the automatife stabilizer which 
make fiving “foolproof,” and as com- 
paratively safe as transportation ‘by 
land. It means that an unskilled 
operator may make a trip from Day- 
ton to New York and return with com- 
parative safety. 
Wright has been non-commital on 
the stabilizer, but is beginning to talk, 
for he realizes it will be possible, from 
present indications, to pluce it on the 
market by next spring, at the latest. 
CALLS INVENTION PRACTICAL. 
“We have invented an automatic 
stability device which will revolution- 
ize flight,” he said. “It is more ac- 
curate than any aviator can be and 
will make flying Toolproof, or as near- 
ly foolpreef as anything can be. 
have flown many miles with it and 
have never tovched the controls. We 
are now simplifying it and expect to 
be able to bring it to the point where 
it may be put in general use by early 
spring. 

“We believe in making aerial work 
as safe as any on land,” he says, “and 
we will continue to labor in that direc- 
tion. We hope to see the day when 
it will be just as safe to board an 
aeroplane and take a long trip as if 
is at present to make this journey 
behind a locomotive. The stability 
device will go a long way towards 
making this dream a reality and we 
are enthusiastic about it. Our device 
insures lateral as well as fore and aft 
stability. It dgpends in part on elec- 
tricity, and we shall soon have the 
mechanism so perfected that it will 
not get out of order, and that means 
safety in flight. 

7As may be generally known, many 
of the accidents in aviation have been 
due to what is called stalling. The 
aviator lets his speed sag below a 
certain point—the point necessary to 
secure sufficient wind pressure on the 
wings to sustain the machine—and it 
falls. Nothing can stop it. If he is 
traveling on an even keel when he re- 
duces his speed below the danger point 
his machine will slide back, tail first, 
to the ground. Our dévice prevents 
the plane from rising too sharply, and 
if the speed falls 
point, it automatically directs the ma- 
chine to the ground, so that it will 
require speed enough to sustain it.” 
FUTURE OF AEROPLANE. 


Discussing the future of the aero- 
Diane, Wright sald: “The aeroplane 
will be used for commercial purposes, 
especially as a means of speedy trans- 
Over 
waste places and deserts, the aero- 
plane will be used-——in fact, wherever 
Mails will be 
so carried, doubtless over large 
stretches of territory in Texas, Utah 
and New Mexico. Automatic stability 
is all that is needed to make it wholly 
bractical, and I believe we have solved 
he problem.” 

| The automatic stabilizer device is 
the greatest improvement made on 
Aeroplanes since they were invented. 
This fact was vivdly illustrated on 
the last day of December, 1913, when 


appeared before a committee of the 
Aero Club of America at Simms sta- 


tion near Dayton, and demonstrated 


the reliability .of the stabilizer. So 
complete were the tests that the com- 
mittee at onee awarded him the Col- 
ler trophy, which is given éach year 


lta the person making the greatest ad- | 


vance in aeronautics, During the 
Aiamonstration Wright made seven 
complete circuits of the aviation

RESIDIO (Tex.). Jan. 4.-—The 
P sixth day of the siege of Ojinaga 
by Gen. Ortega’s rebel army, 4l- 
though attended by incessant camn- 
nonading from daylight until late 
tonight, ended without result except 
in increasing the dead and wounded 
on both sides. All the wounded were 
sent by the rebels and the Federals 
across to the American side of the 
river to be cared for by the Red 
Cross. 
As neither of the contending afr 
mies maintains a hospital service, 160 
more wounded were carried to 
United States territory to be crowded 
into a small schoolhouse and chur¢th 
which were converted into hospitais 
« While shrapnel and volley after 
volley of rifle firé were poured into 
the little village upon which the 


whole northern division of the Fed- 
eral army, with its-eleven generals is 
making a stand against retreat, the 
relative positions of the two armies 
at nightfall were unchanged. 

Gen. Ortega’s army, which had 
taken entrenchmients on all sides of 
Ojinaga, except that which faces the 
Texas border, were withdrawn and 
concentrated about two miles west 
on the banks of the Conftehes River 


Just previously Gen. Salazar, who 
with 800 Federal volunteers 
ceeded for the first time since thé 


siege in going out of the fortifications 
in an attempt to attack Gen. Ore 
tega’s rear, was driven back by the 
rebels, not, however, until he “had 
killed a dozen or more rebels. 

So far about 120,000. rounds - of 
ammunition have been expended by 
both armies. On the basis that 6000 
rebels and 4000 Federals are engaged 
this weuld indicate that twelve shots 
were fired for each soldier. The to-

The fact that Gen. Ortega had con- 
centrated his forces to one to the west 
of Ojinaga was taken by the Fed- 
érals as indicating that the rebets 
were preparing a united attack. All 
the Federals, therefore, were rushé@d

In these positions the two armies 
rested witbout either of them show- 
ing signs of retreat. . 

‘When firtnge ceased tonight and the 
Federals gathered their wounded 
from the field they found that Gen. 
Francisco Castro, commander of the 
regular troops, had been wounded in 
the arm. Luis Terrazas, a grandson 
of the rich landholder, who had en- 
listed’ with the regulars, was shot in 
the foot. 

Gen. Marcello Caraveo, commandér 
of Federal volunteers, who had been 
slightly wounded, was permitted to 
cross to the United States to receive 
treatment from the Red Cross. 

The total losses to the Federals in 
thé day’s fighting was sixty killed.

“Criminal proceedings are neces- 
sarily slow,” says the report, “and by 
means of appeals and other methods 
the execution of sentences are deferred 
for long periods, during which the 
concerns and individuals engaged in 
such fraudulent business continue to 
reap a harvest through their fraudu- 
lent enterprises. In some instances, 
the penalty being merely a fine, there 
was nothing to prevent the parties 
from continuing to conduct their 
schemes except fear of subsequent 
fines. These they could easily afford 
to pray in view of the large revenue 
derived from the business.” 

Lamar points out that a fraud or- 
der immediately cuts off the source of 
supply of funds upon which the 
scheme largely depends for continu- 
ance and puts many prospective vic- 
tims on their guard by reason of the 
return to them of the letters of such 
concerns plainly marked “fraud” on 
the envelope.

GOES TO DEATH 
AS GIRL SMILES, 


Fariss Taken to San Quen tin 
to Die on Scaffold. 


Murderer Still Hopes for a 
“Chance to Atone.” 


Frnends Plan to Lay Siege to 
_ the Governor. 


Ralph Fariss, El Monte train robber 
and slayer of H. E. Montague, left Los 


cuffed and manacled to Deputy Sheriff 
Billy Fryer, and bound for San Quen- 
tin prison, there to await execution on 
March 6 for his wanton crime. Sher- 
iff Hammel accompgnied Fariss and 
Fryer. Fariss was taken from the 
County Jail at 4:30 o’clock and rushed 
to the Areade Station in the Sheriff's 
90-horse-power automobile and quick- 
ly placed inside a compartment re- 
served Saturday morning. Four or 
five women and a dozen men hung 
around the jail mot of the afternoon 
and caught a fleeting glimpse of the 
murderer as he -was whizzed away.. 
One female tossed a rose at the speed- 
ing car. Many called on the telephone 
during the day but were not permitted 
to talk with the criminal. 

The trio will arrive in San Francisco 
at 7:55 o'clock this morning and will} 
leave at once for San Quentin. The 
Governor and the Supreme Court are 
now the only agencies that stand be- 
tween Fariss and the gallows. Lawyers 
who have carefully examined the le- 
gal records in the famous case say 
there is not a cnance in a thdhsand 
that the Supreme Court will veverse 
Superior Judge Craig, who condemned 
Fariss to death. Dist.-Atty, Fredericks 
declares there is no legal loophole, In 
his opinion, through which Fariss can 
escape the seaffold. The Governor, 
therefore, will probably be made the 
object of a siege on the part of friends 
of Fariss and members of the Anti- 
Capital Punishment League in an ef- 
fort to secure life imprisonment in- 
stead of death for the confessed slay- 


er.

Two hours later she 
appeared at the jail with her mother, 
Mrs. George- ~Devoe or Dunn, 
who also figured in the northern trip 
with Fariss. 

Fariss and the girl taiked together 
for an hour. As she started to leave 
the murderer seized her in his power- 
ful arms and kissed her. The girl 
tripped lightly down the stone stairs, 
her face wreathed in smiles. Fariss 
brightened considerably after the fare- 
well greeting, according to Jailer Gal- 
lagher, and declared “I don’t care how 
quick they, take me north now.” —

The plan, according to Bracken- 
ridge, is to put in two generating 
plants of two units, each of. which 
will develop 5000 horse power of 
electrical energy. The. 
generated will be thrown into the 


general distribution — system. 
present power is derived from the two 
old Mill Creek generating plants, the 
mammoth Kern River pliant, and the 

in this city and Long 
Beach 


Both power plants will be of con- 
crete, 50x60 feet in ground dimensions, 
and will house related water-wheels 
and generators. This portion of the 
construction work, however, is the 
smallest part of the whoje enterprise, 
even including the steel-towered 
twelve-mile transmission line that will 
be constructed down the valley. 

The hard and expensive work will 
be the constriction of eight miles of 
concrete-lined flumes and tunnels by 
which the motive-producing waters 
will be diverted from Mill Creek near 
its source and sent spinning through 
the interlinked spillway of fumes and 
tunnels. on a sheer drop of hundreds 
of feet upon the water wheels that 
will put electric life into the genera- 


tors. 

It is the @riving of there tunnels, 
some of which will plunge straight 
through rocky cones, others through 
conglomerate slopes, and the locating 
and constructing of the flumes that 
will require the maximum of time and 
money. 

For the present all work wil] be 
dane by the Edison company’s own 
forces. Later, it is probable that part 
of the rock-drilling will. be let by con- 
tract, as the company is exceedingly 
anxious to accelerate the work.

TULARE, Jan. 4.—Delays in the 
completion of the Tulare city water 
plant are over with the arrival of fit- 
tings for the fire pumps, which wil! 
be installed, and it is stated by the 
contractors on the job that the new 
machinery will be ready for a test run 
about the middie of January. Water 
for the city mains Is to furnished by 
two eight-inch centrifugals driven by 
‘fifty-horse-power motors. Fire pres- 
sure in the mains wil Ibe maintained 
by two six-inch pumps for which the 
power will be furnished by two mo- 
tors of forty horse power ¢dach.

SO THE MEXCANS ARE GOING 
BACK TO SECTION JOBS. 


The “un peso” which the City 
Council decided to pay for a day’s 
work instead of the “dos pesos” 
promised at first will have the effect, 
it is believed, of checking the advance 
of the horde of Mexicans who have 
been giving up their positions at rail- 
road camps and ranches’ to come to 
Los Angeles to join the ranks of the 
“unem ployed.”’ 

The announcement that the Covncil 
had made an appropriation to give 
employment to men in the parks and 
on other municipal jobs at $2 a day 
looked pretty good to the Mexicans 
who were working for $1 to $1.59. 
They quit their jobs by the hundreds 
and hurried to Los Angeles. 

After about a thousaud of the 
swarthy pick and shovel men had reg-— 
istered with the Municipal Free Em- 
ployment Bureau and the lot-cleaning 
bureau of the Board of Public Vi orks 
and were crowding out worthy white 
applicants, the Council began to see 
itself in. the role of a “goat” and 
cut the wage in half, where it is to 
be paid to single men. 

The reduction cast a shadow over 
the Plaza. The “outrage” was ve- 
hementiy discussed by groups of 
Mexicans in Sonoratown Saturday and 
yesterday. The unexpected cut makes 
it necessary for hundreds of the Mex- 
fcans to return to the railroad camps 
and the ranches. . 

The @tegruntied Mexicans have the 
Sympathy of union-labor agitators 
who urge that the $i-per-day offer is 
an insult to the dignity of labor. 
Counctiman Wheeler, Socialist, was 
the only one who opposed the “un-

FOREIGN-MADE TOYS. 


Can Be Sold in the United States 

for a Few Cents Because of Child 

Labor's Work. 

{The Survey:] How can a minia- 
ture washtub and scrub-board, coming 


from the Thuringen Forest, be sold 
for 5 cents in an American toy shop 
and still yield a profit to the retailer 
after the importer has taken his share 
and a 35 per cent. tariff duty has been 
paid? Put some water in the tub and 
see. Presently it will begin to leak 
and then fall apart and the tears of a 
disappointed child will be mingled 
with the flood. 

The tub was made to sell and not 
to hold water, and it could be sold so 
cheaply because its twenty-eight parts 
were glued together by children, some 
of them mere babies. Toy making in 
the Thurigen Forest is a cottage in- 
dustry. There is no factory inspection 
and there is no way to say that a lit- 
tle child who needs school and sleep 
and play ehall not work long hours 
with @ glue pot and brush making toys 
that will give some little American 
child a temporary pleasure. 

The Consumers’ League is trying to 
impress upon importers, who in Feb- 
ruary, will turn in their toy orders 
for the Christmas of 1914, that Ameri- 
cans thave a preference for playthings 
made ufider healthful conditions, and 
not by child labor. A fine example has 
been set,in-_ New York, where for the 
first time it is illegal to make toys in 
tenement-houses.

PASTOR LASHES THE MAUDLIN 
FARISS SYMPATHIZERS. 


“Oreatures Who Call Themselves 
Wome,” Is Pastor's Name for 
the Females Who Have Besieged 
the Jail With Love Letters and 
Flowers for the Murderer. 


“Will the railroad bandit and mur- 
derer pay the full penalty of his crime, 
or will a hysterical sentimentalism 
probably again defeat justice tn Call- 
fornia?” asked Dr. Locke of his con- 
gregation at the First Methodist 
Church last night. 

“The young man is a confessed rob- 
ber and murderer. His picture has 
been in the rogue’s gallery for eight 
years. He has a long and disgraceful 
criminal record. He is a libertine who 
did not hesitate to estrange 4 bride 
of 18 from her industrious husband. 
He declares himself to be a cigarette 
fiend and a gambler, a common thief 
and an all-around crook. 

“Notwithstanding all this, there are 
some creatures, who call themselves 
women, who are sending flowers and 
expressions of sympathy. And there 
are, also, many well-meaning people 
who are pleading for a lesser penalty 
than death with a possibility of par- 
don after a few years. All , this 
mawkish and silly sentimentalism only 
tends to make a hé@to out of a fiend, 
and encourages other vile creatures to 
exploit an innocent and unsuspecting 
humanity. 

“California will be increasingly an 
arena for murderous thieves and 
crooks until the death penalty for 
murder is rigidly and promptly in- 
flicted.

That 
mission is the development of char- 
acter and the improvement of con- 
duct, and gathering in the multitudes 
who are scattered as sheep without a 
shepherd. 

“Our lives are episties, read and 
known of all men, and if the world 
cannot see more brotherly love, more 
; patience, a greater degree of purity, 
justice and goodness in the church 
than outside of it, the multitudes will 
remain as at present, indifferent or an- 
tagonistic to the church. Let us aim 
at better living, not only for the rea- 
son that it will attract others to our 
religion, but because the attainments 
we acquire will be taken with us 
when we die. 

“Unless the Christian people of Los 
Angeles, are different from those I 
have met in other cities there is room 
for improvement. And this is no re- 
flection, it is simply an acknowledge- 
ment that we have not yet attained to 
the perfect man, to the measure of the 
stature of the fullness of Christ. 

“Having done our best to exemplify 
the life of Christ in our daily  be- 
havior, the second aim should be to go 
out into the highways and byways 
and compel others to come in.

Let us determine that 
our church shall' not be a hospital 
where each one scrambles for the best 
cot and the most coddling. Suppose 
we make our hospital a side issue and 
keep it empty if possible. | 

“When you need your pastor, send 
for him. He will be glad to respond

every needy call. He stands ready to 
seek the sheep that has strayed from 
the fold; to comfort the sad and sor- 
rowing; to encourage the faint-heart-

U WORDS ARE MANY THE 
PREACHER’S ONE REAL TEXT ! 
IS “CHRIST CRUCIFIED.” 

At Calvary Baptist Church the pas- 
tor, W. Leon Tucker, spoke yesterday 
morning on “A Prospectus of Preach- 
ing for the Coming Year,” the text be- 
ing I Corinthians, 1:23, “We preach 
Christ crucified.” He said in part: 

“As the servant of God and yours, 
I present to you on the first meeting 
of the new year, a prospectus of the 
preaching for the coming year, if so 

. God permit me another year to 
preach and you another year to listen. 
It is well to know a proposed pro- 
gramme both for anticipation and for 
participation. 

“The ends of two years are upon us, 
the last of one and the first of an- 
other. By my words this day I hope 
to indicate unto you the character of 
my inward determination and the con- 
duct of my outward ministration. 
Statements of liabilities and resources 
are in order. My asset is the gospel of 
Christ committed to me and my lHa- 
bilities, the faithful publishing of the 
same. I sum up in one simple phrase 
the prospectus of my preaching for 
the coming year, "We preach 
Chriat crucified.’ 
brought no new message to me, there 
is nothing fresher or fuller than 
Christ and His cross. 

“T am not like an Italian street 
singer who improvises songs to catch 
the popular ear. I am not the origi- 
nator or the inventor of a gospel for 
the twentieth century. I am a com- 
missioned messenger of the gospel ac- 
complished by the work of Christ and 
accompanied by the Holy Ghost. I am 
not a ‘progressive preacher,’ I am a 
G.O.P.—Gospel Order of Preachers. 
You may wonder why my mind is 
never disengaged from this idea and 
I am willing to acknowledge that my 
message is 1900 years back, but the 
one and only remedy for the disease 
and discontent of the present time. 

“Some with strong practical and 
materialistic instincts may care-—only

Jesus said, ‘My 
My God, why hast Thou de- 
serted me,” But God had not de- 
serted Him. Paul said that he was 
going to Jerusalem by orders. of the 
Holy Spirit; and all he knew of the 
future was that bonds and impriseon- 
ment awaited him.

REV. W. E. TILROE. 
ROYLE HF'GHTS M. FE. CHURCH. 
WHAT LUKE HAS DONE TO MAKE 
THE BIBLE REAL AND 
HUMAN TO U8. 

At the Boyle 
Episcopal. Church yesterday the pas- 
tor, Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D.D., preached 
on “The Rev. Dr. Loukas.” He said 
in part: 

“The man who would object to our 
morning subject must be hard to 
Please. Luke was a Gentile with a 
Greek name. He was a physician. 
He was a preacher. If, as we begin 
a six-months’ study of some great 
writings we choose to say their au- 
thor was the Rev. Dr. Loukas -. we 
have only done a conventional thing. 
Books always get written by some- 
body, and this was the guilty man. 
Seriously, however, we put things 
after thie fashion for an important 
reason. The writings of Luke are 
the most essentially modern produc- 
tions of the whole New Testament, 
No man's Hible grips him while it is 
archaic. The Bible is very often the 
enemy of the Bible. We are modern 
people and. only as modernized does 
even the Bible move us. It is not an 
ethical question. It is an affair of 
constitutional human nature. Luke 
has a dusty history of long centuries, 
We take Luke for granted. The Rev. 
Dr. Loukas may wake us up. 

“While being delightfully enter- 
tained in the Netherlands some years 
ago the lady of the house brought 
ferth from the family Bible, where it 
had been safely kept a long quarter 
of a century, a letter from my father. 
Four thousand miles from home. 
among people whose language I could 
not use, a letter worth keeping for 
twenty-five years, and kept because 
he was of their blood, and they loved 
him, that letter was not taken for 
granted. TI have seen a hundred let- 
ters from my father, but not one let- 
ter like that. While that mightv let- 
ter from Our Father we tall the 
Bible can be taken for granted, be- 
cause of {ts age and commonness and 
familiarity, it may seem as other let- 
ters are. When by some dynamic 
alchemy it blazes into meaning as 
veritably mine then T really have a 
Bible. In many ways this Gentile 
doctor of scientific turn and literary 
culture, the traveling companion of 
Paul the cosmopolitan, comes to me 
béyond all others as one of the neigh- 
bors. In his hands the Bible seems 
eo rarely an enemy to the Bible. A 
great revival should come upon us in 
the six months coming. 

“We are moved by the writings of 


Dr. Loukas because they are 80 
markedly human. Other men had 
written. He would write. Other 


men were eye-witnesses and ministers 
of the word. He, too. had perfect 
understanding from the very first. 
He had a friend, the most excellent 
Theophilus, who was worth writing 
to. It was entirely worthy that this 
friend should know the certainty of 
those things he had been taught. 
Oral instruction might fade from 
memory and be forgotten. He would 
write that what he had to say might 
live forever. After this good man 
had been in heaven a year or two we 
may suppose he learned some mighty 
lessons about the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. He probably found. out 
that the great mass of holy writings 
in his day wefe destined to perish 
utterly from the earth. He discov- 
ered, likely, that a few of them Were 
to get together in one great book. 
Tlie saw down the years may be that 
his kindly letter to his Greek friend 
was to be among them and immortal. 
Like the rest of us, we may be very 
sure that this great writer found out 
many things after he got to heaven. 
While he was upon earth he dreamed 
little enough of much our astute 
scholarship is so sure about. He was 
just a great souled Christian man 
writing a letter about Jesus to his 
brothers itn a common faith And 
the world loves him all the better. 
He is one of our folks. He belongs. 
By and by we shall learn that God 
war in it all. Just now we like to 
read this letter because a man and 
a brother was behind it. We are to 
have good times with him.”

those who are not owners of real property. 
It will be adopted by the votes of tenant 
farmers, by renters of city houses, by vank- 
ers and merchants and bachelors, by own- 
ers of mortgages and money and personal 
property only, and by those who own no 
property of any kind. 

The special effect of the proposed meas- 
ure may be imagined by reading the follow- 
ing paragraph from a statement made by 
Mr. Siegfried: 

“Seattle had $71,000,000 of land val- 
ues ten years ago,” he said. “Now 
they are $281,000,000. New York’s rose 
from $3,300,000,000 to $7,800,000,000. 
Under the plan now being considered 
these two cities would still hdve had 
their privately-owned valuations of 
$71,000,000 and $3,300,000,000, and in 
addition would have annual revenue of 
$12,000,000 and $333,000,000 
ively.”

He says: “The law 
should deliver into the public treasury the 
whole of the future unearned increment of 
land in the form of an annual, voluntarily 
imposed super tax”—isn’t that nonsense?-

philologist. One who tries to understand 
motives, thoughts and feelings is termed a 


psychologist. These two often disagree on 


two points. The philologist thinks that 
men think in words and sentences, just 
as some men read one word at a time by 
mental utterance where another reads 
line or evén a paragraph or a page at a 
glance by visualization.

earned by appreciation and application, and 


these are the very hardest things to give. 
The mere form in which you pay is only 


a trick of method. The intrinsic value is 


the same to all who would buy. 
Articulation sepafates man from the 
beast and the use of the right word is one 
sure mark of the different orders of men. 
You may rank as high as you will if you 
carry a nobility of speech which opens to 
you the doors of understanding: Have not 
all of your lodges a pass word?

BLASTED FAITH AND 
| THE CULT OF SCIENCE.

| Dr. Eliot of Harvard fives us Science 
when we ask for Faith, Hope and Charity. } 


In a few telling sentencés he has repudi- 
ated the Garden of Eden, discountenanced 
Adam and Eve, Joshua, Jonah and the 
whale, and Methuselah, and cast grave 
doubts over the Ten Commandments. 

It is the last mean shove over the preci- 
pice when we Were hanging perilously on 
the edge. And it proves that Dr. Kliot is 
not haif as great a man as Barrie. > oe 
could concentrate the same sublime faith 
on science that we have hitherto given to 
our biblical miracles all might be well 
with us. But science is a cold, 
logical thing. One merely accepts it 
calmly, without emotion, without question. 
Faith in such a connection would be ab- 
surd, superfluous. Facts don't call for 
faith. Faith is only essential for the unex- 
plainable, the unseen, the unheard. Yet 
we cannot live without faith. 

I think faith is the most beautiful word 


is the most horrible. The people that don’t 


‘| believe in anything are the most unpleas- 


ant people we know. Frem the small child 
who repudiates Santa Claus and the fairies, 
to that odious person that specializes in 
never trusting anybody, they are all people 
to avoid. The poor fool that trusts every- 
body and believes everything is invariably 
an entirely lovable person and vastly more 
intelligent. 

So, while Dr. Elfot and his like are busy 
wrecking our faith we should be grateful 
that there are other less practical teachers 
‘to restore it. Taking religion away from 
the grown-ups and taking fairies away from 
childhood are serious crimes against our 
souls. Souls feed on faith in the unseen, 
the unknown.

That is a wonderful and 
fascinating scene where the skeptical boy 
shrieks out his explanations of how it 
could have been done, and calling for some 
other miracle that was not previously 
planned, Everything he suggests is ac- 
complished, until he suspects the éntire 
house to have been “fixed.” So he yells for 
the conjurer to transform a distant light 
from red to green—and behold, it turns 
green even as he speaks. 

So the boy rushes wildly from the stage, 
a raving lunatic—the skeptic who can no 
longer explain. But the girl remains se- 
rene, believing, happy. And -when it comes 
to a question as to who shall nurse the 
boy, the girl is the only natural choice, 
for she, who believes everything, is the 
only well balanced, thoroughly sane mem- 
ber of the household that is left. 

And we are told that the conjurer, dis 


goaded into calling upon the devils to as- 
sist him in his magic. Believing in them, 
they came at his call. It all seenmis per- 
fectly right and natural in the play and 
one leaves the theater with a sigh of relief 
that our childish faiths should bé so hap- 
pily justified. It is better to believe in 
devils than not to believe in anything, and 
sanity itself feeds upon faith.

And when they do they trust you absolutely 
and take risks that a nation of suspicious 
unbelievers like ourselves Would regard as 
ridiculous and laughable. 

Russia is a great world power now and 
she will be greater yet. There are many to 
predict that Russia and the United States 
will rule the world between them a cet- 
tury hence. But Russia has faith and 
America is fast losing what little she has. 
If it came to an issue I would put my 
money on the man with faith every time.
